Endeavour to Lay Blame on British: 
Why Was the Crowd There? 


Hankow, Jan. 7. 

Chen, Foreign 

Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, yesterday issued the 
following communiqué and had the 
‘same posted within the British Con- 
ion as well as at important places 
in the Chinese City:— 

‘The fact that on the 8rd instant 
the Britigh paval and marine foreo 
killed and wounded several Ohinese 
has extremely enraged the Chinese 
people. As the authorities of the 
British Coneession failed to devise 
means for the solution of the case, 
I, as Minister for Foreign Affairs 
of the Nationalist Government, lost 
no time in opening strict nogotin- 
tions and lodging a vigorous 
protest with the local Briti 
authorities concerned and hay 
succeeded in eausing them to with- 
draw the said British naval and 
marine force. 

“Meanwhile, the Nationalist Gov 
ernment, on the 4th instant, 
despatched Chinese Military police 
to maintain peace and order in the 
British Conecssion. The Central 
Executive of the Kuomintang Party, 
the committce of the Nationalist 
Government, and the provisional 
Joint-Commission, of the Sth instant, 
pasted a resclution for the appoint- 
ment of a provisional commission to 
mantain public peace and to cox 
duct political affairs of the British 
Concession. 

“As the Nationalist Government 
has undertaken completely to pro- 
tect lives and property of both for- 
Jeigners gid Chinese residing in the 
British Concession, all foreigners aco 
requested to co-operate with the 
authorities of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment in maintaining pence an.l 
order within the Coneession."—Toho,

A Brief Review of.the Northern Expedition of the Cantonese 


Early last July plans were ax 
nounced by the Cantonese of a 
Northern Expedition. Tha South- 
‘ernera forced their way to the north, 
eapturing smalt cities and pushing 
‘into Hunan Provines, the stronghola 
of Marshal Wu Pei-fu. During the 
latter part of July the Cantonese 
had swept everything before them| 
‘and it became apparent that it war 
to be a struggle between the North- 
ern militariste and the Southerners. 

On July $0, Changsha, the capital 
of Hunan Provinee, feli Before the 
Caxtonese forces and Marshal Wu 
Pei-fu frantidally telegraphed for| 
aid in the defence of the province.

A Parrage of Stones 


‘The stone-throwing all the time 
was increasing and it is no exag- 
Jzerntion to say that one could hear 
the noise of the stones falling on 
the stecl helmets of the defenders 
like the rattling of drums. ‘The men 
were kept ducking this way and 
that and doing whatever they could 
to avoid the stones thrown at close 
jcuarters. Every now and again one 
would have his face Inid open by

On Christmas 
Day there was a big demonstration, 
cutside one gates, from 11.30 to 4 
pam, Then the crowds paraded the 
streets and “dismissed” at about 5.20 
outside our gate again. We may have 
to clear out any day now. ‘These 
times are much worse than tho Re- 
volution Days, “Overthrow imper- 
inlism”! and China is the most “Im- 
perialistic” of all governments just 
now! No one dare think otker than 
he is permitted to think and if he 
basa few dollars he has to “fork 
cout!”

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STORY OF THE SIEGE, 
OF SIANFU 





Graphic Story of a City’s Five 
Months Suffering Told by 
Lady Missionary 


A review of some of the thrilling 
incidents experienced during 150 
days of siege in Sianfu was made 
last Friday afternoca before a small 
gathering by Miss K. M. Franklin, a 
member of the English Baptist Mis- 
sion in that city, who ari 
Shanghai on Wednesday 
leaving on Sunday for a much 
deserved Home furlough of one year. 

Miss Franklin was in Sianfu on 
the fateful April 17 when General 
Lia Chen-hua attacked the city. The 
decision of General Yang Hu-cheng, 
defending general of Sianfu, to huld 
the city at all costs was responsible 
for the harrowing conditions which 
followed during the succeeding 
months as a result of the siege. On 

3 brought out by’ 
Miss Franklin’ who explained the 
stages in the siege from her own 
observations and from that of close 
associates, both Chi 
Sianfu ucceeded

which was ended only on November

POLITICAL CRISIS IN 
JAPAN 


Government Contemplating Dis- 
solution Should Opposition 
Insist on Impeachment 


Tokyo, Jan. 7. 
Speculation is now rife regarding 
the prospects of dissolution of the 
, which reassembles in ten day's 
time, The Kenseikai, the Govern- 
ment party, is apparently fully pre- 
pared to resort to dissolution -if the 
Opposition presents its -threatencd 
Dill of impeachment. However, the 
‘main factor controlling the situation 
is the attitude of the Seiyuhonto 
party, which is at present most 
ambigous. If the  Seiyuhoto 
lasrees to combine svith the Seiyukui, 
presentation of the bill of impeach 
ment is virtually assured and im- 
mediate dissolution is almost cer- 
tain, thus eriforcing a general 
election. 
Opinion is divided as to whether 
the Government would be justified 
in ordering the dissolution of tho 
Diet if it is impeached, as some con- 
sider bitter party. ‘strifle—which 
Jwould be inevitable if @ general 
election were forced—unseemly dur- 
ing the time of national mourning. 
On the other hand, others contend 
that such considerations should not 
be allowed to influence what is:best 
for the nation. 

If the dissolution of the Diet takes 
place, it is feared that it will have 
‘an unfavourable effect on trado, 
falso on the yen exchange.

PROTECTION OF THE 
SETYLEMENT 





Proclamation by Municipal Coun- 
cil Against Disorder and 
‘Propaganda 


‘The following proclamation wes 
issued by the Blunieipal Council 
‘Monday. pers 

In view of recent occurrences in 
other ports the Council deems it 
expedient to make the following 
public: statement for the informa 
‘tion of all coneerned:— 

(1) The Couneil is not concerned 
‘with and takes no official interest in 
party’ polities 

(2) For this reason the Couneil 
has prohibited political meetings, 

speeches or political 
of any description 
Settlement or upon| 











within the 
municipal roads. 


(3) In tho interests of peace and 
‘order the Council will continue, to 
co-operate as heretofore with what- 
‘ever Chinese administration controls 
the territory adjoining the boun- 
davies of its own jurisdiction, 

(4) ‘The Council will direct all 
its energies and resources towards 
maintaining order and ensuring the 
safety of life and property within 
the area under its control, and to 
this end has endeavoured to make all| 
necessary protective arrangements, 

(5) The Council will, rigorously 
suppress all forras of violence and| 
disorder and to accomplish this 
purpose will not hesitate to use all 
moans at its disposal, 

(6) Finally, the Council warns 
all persons against the activities of 
professional agitators who, taking 
advantage of tho disturbed condi- 
tions in this country, are preaching 
¢ ctrines of force and class hatred

Latest Thing in Cruisers: Indian’ 
Coast Manoeuvres In- 
terrupted 


A considerable amount of intercst| 
is being evinced in Shanghai in 
HLMS. Enterprise, now lying in the 
Huangpu, and comparatively recent- 
ly despatched here from the East} 
Indies station to augment the Chica 
squadron. Incidentally she has| 
jo been a source of quite a con- 
siderable amount of argument, acd] 
in the hope of settling some of these 
we give the following particulars: 
officially HM.S, Enterprise is des 
cried as a super cruiser. Her 
heaviest armament consists of seven 
Gin, guns, and three 4 in. anti- 
aircraft guns. Her tonnage is 
7,850 and i.h.p. 80,000. In addition| 
to her ordinary armament, she 
carries two tcaplanes. She is the| 
latest thicg in cruisers at present in 
‘conumission. 

For several reason the members 
of the erew of the vessel were highly 
delighted at the prospects of coming| 
to China station, For one thing there| 
is the prospect of active service—| 
always an attraction for the officers] 
land men of HM. Navy. For an- 
other the East Indies station is rot|

A LETTER FROM 
PARIS 


Fascists and Royalists Battle 
with Paste Pots in a 
‘Newspaper Office 
Fro. Our Ows CoRsrsroxDENT 

Paris, Nov. 19. 


The . offices of the “Action| 
Francaise,” the royalist organ, in 
‘the Rue de Romo, have been the 
scene of a battle which would have 
done credit to the journalism of the 
Wild West. France now rejoices in 
‘the possession of a body of Fascist: 
who admire the Mussolini methods 
ut do not carry austerity to the 
extent of black shirts, and there- 
fore wear blue ones. Both Royalists 
land the Fascists are violently opposed 
to the Socialists and Communists 
of various hues, ranging from pink} 
to bright red, but they also quarrel 
among themselves with that bitter- 
ness which is proper to near re- 
Intions. ‘The Fascists have a 
organ called the “Nouveau Sidclo,” 
which has been carrying on a lively 
warfare with the “Action Fran- 
aise,” and especially with its editor, 
M. Charles Maurras, who has a very 
biting pen and a great talent for 
‘making enemies. The other day the 
Fascists could bear it no longer. 
About 20 of them, on Sunday after- 
noon, invaded the offices of the rival 
sheet. One of them terrorised the 
‘concierge while the others rushed 
upstairs, burst into the office, cut! 
the telephone wires and made for 
M. room. Fortunately’ 
for him, absent, and all they 
‘could do was to scatter his books 
and papers in all directions, By 
this time the staff of the “Action 
Franeaise” had realized what, was 
going on, and they “went for" the 

sailants with paste-pots, ink-pots, 
‘chairs and ansthing else that could 
serve as a missile. Somebody dis- 
‘charged a revolver, whereupon the 
royalist journalists rushed to the 
drawer of their desks, in which they 
keep their, paper, pens, revolvers 
snd other professional implements, 
id retaliated, About 20 shots in 
all were fired and one of the Fascists 
‘was hit inthe chest ond badly 
wounded, His comrades then  we- 
treated, carrying him off, apparently 
satisfied with the results of thei 
‘expedition, which their leader after- 
wards described in true military 
style as “an offensive with Imited 
objectives.” Tho stairease and the| 
‘offices were splashed all over wit’ 
ink and paste, and strews with 
fragments of glass, broken sticks 
fand chairs, empty revolver eart- 
wdges and’ numerous copies of the 
“Nouveau Sidele,” which the ar- 
sailants must have greatly enjoyed 
seattering on the premises of the 
rival paper. 

Further manifestations of polit‘cal 
activity have occurred in the pro 
vinees. Fascists “demonstrated” 
outside a hall at Montpellier, where 
about a thougand Catholics were 
holding a meeting. This provocation 
was more than the Catholics could 
bear. They attacked the Fasci 
and routed them by 
description. At Cléry cear Orléans, 
a freethinker, who was about to 
deliver a lecture, was interrupted 
at the very beginning by a body of 
young Royalists who knocked him!

The-New Loan Collection at the 
British Museum: A Bewilder- 
ing Field for The Expert, 


Whatever decisions are made 
‘about early Chinese art, whether on 
seulpture, painting, or ceramics, 
there: must “always in. the absence 
of documentary. evidence, be a 
certain amount of doubt. ‘The. ex- 
perts, being in twilight themselves, 
fare careful to qualify their state- 
ments, because even to-day exact 
Imnowledge is limited. 

‘The. authorities of” the British 
‘Musoum have attributed the 15 
frescoes which Mr, G. Eumorpho- 
pulos-has loaned to the nation pro- 
Visionally-to the 19th century. That 
4s, they are for the present held to 
be examples of mural painting 
executed at some time during the 
Sung, dynasty, the golden age of! 
Chinese art. On the other hand it! 
is quite conceivable that there may 
be an error of 600 years and that 
these extraordinary frescoes should 
perhaps be ziven to the T'ang period 
(618-006 A.D.). 

‘The Origin of the Frescoes 


Fourteen of the frescoes are hung: 
on the stairs of the new wing of the 
British Musoum, and were acquired 
by Mr. Eumorphopulos from an Eng- 
ish dealer about two years ago. 
‘They are supposed to have come 
from.a remote cave tomple in the 
province of Shansi, in Northern 
China, An agent was sent out to 
verify this claim, but owing to the 
presont political’ conditions of the 
‘eountry he was unable to reach the 
locality from which it was asserted 
they had been brought.

‘exact attribution is extraordinarily 
small, This practice and theory of 
arel:ological art flourished espectal- 
ly during the Sung dynasty, when 
the work of ‘Tang artis 
universally admired by 
virtuosi, “At a later perfod artists 
of the Ming dynasty copied the work 
of the Sung, though less succees- 
full not uncommon to find

@ Sung archaological reproduction 
of a T’ang funerary vase! 

‘The subjects of the frescoes all 
represent eceasions of religious 
‘significance. ‘They comprise Bod- 
hisattvas (disciples of Buddha) 
Lokopalas (Guardians of the Fou 
Quarters), saints, ministrants, and 
priests. The paint is applied thiekly 
on a ground of thin lime plaster 
which has been rendered into a body, 
of hardened mud. The colours re- 
tain an amazing quality of freshness, | 
and are ally gold, flesh, re 
jade green, and sea green. Whoever 
they were, the unknown artists knew 
their technique. There is auster 
volume, and construction which no 
later period can equal, end, like so 
‘many examples of Chinese painting 
‘these frescoes give the beholder a 
strange sense of rapid execution 
The actual period of transferring 
completed ideas to painting is in 
Chinese artists, even to-day, rapid,

Al these frescoes are big—10 to 
12 feet by three—but the great 
fresco from Chili, Avalokitesvara| 
standing in glory between two Bod 
hisattvas, is immense, nearly 14 fect, 
by 14! This surely is the finest ex- 
ample of Chinese primitive painting’ 
that has ever come to Europe, and 
ean compare favourably with ‘fre 
oes of the primitives. It has a 
‘dignity and grandeur of conception 
that can only be matched by th: 
great T'ang figure of the Lohan, now 
in the British Bfuseum, 

‘To the Western mind Chinese art 
hhas stood, too long, for something, 
pretty, grotesque, amusing, or 
artificial, ‘These mural paintings’ 
are intelligible to all minds and all 
‘ages, There is nothing pretty or 
‘grotesque; thoy are munumental in 
thelr restraint. The figures impress. 
the eye with dignity and cxpressive 

sense of grace.
